In the 15th century master 
wood-engravers produced 
inscribed prints which had the 
same intent as modern 
Christmas and New Years 
cards. 

Today the holidays would 
seem strange without such 
greetings? Nearly everyone 
sends Christmas cards to 
friends, and the cards come in 
all shapes and sizes. It is a 
good way to continue 
correspondence with otherwise 
long-lost friends and relatives. 

Two extreme greetings 
which have been sent were, in 


So. Paris 


1929 an inscribed grain of rice 
was sent to the Prince of 
Wales, and in 1924 a card was 
sent to president Calvin 
Coolidge which measured 21 x 
33 inches, 

Nearly 2 billion cards are 
sent annually in the United 
States, a scale that is far 
beyond that in any other 
country. 

The origin of the Christmas 
ecard is disputed among 
authorities. Some belleve 
William Egley, an English 
artist, designed a card in 1842 
and had 100 of them sent to his 
friends, Others, asserting that 
Egley’s card was produced in 
1849, give eredit to John C. 
Horsely, who designed his card 
in 1843. Horsely printed it by 
lithography on stiff cardboard, 
in dark sepia and hand colored. 
The design shows a family 
party in progress, beneath 
which is the grecting, “A 
Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year to You".
